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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the prior art of record fails 
to disclose the claimed invention such as the leader comprises a material elongated by pulling force. Examiner traverses the argument 
that Ueda teaches all of the limitations, but Ueda silent what material of the leader is made. The leader of Ueda is made of metal. Only 
soft metallic material could be elongated by pulling force. Both Baker and Akagi teach a soft metallic material such as fuse material or 
soft conductive material (felt material). Therefore, it would be obvious to modify the metallic material of Ueda by a soft metallic material 
as taught by either Baker or Akagi in order to either stretch or have a good heat resistance and to reduce the resistance. 
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
